At an appointed time* Mr, Will spent part of the afternoon with Mr. Holt 
discussing matters pertaining te> operations of the Technical Assistance Mission 
and ether related subjects® Mr® Holt was interested in politi cal-e conomi* 
problems of the present administration in Panama* primarily concerning any 
evidence of carrying on the line of reform policies advocated by President 
Reads* A separate report* oawring the interrisw with Mr® Holt* will be sub- 
mitted by the Director of the I0A Mission©
